As a result of the favorable impres­ 
sion taken home by the Confederate 
veterans, who participated in the big 
battle anniversary here in July, the 
tourist trade from the South has been 
doubled several times and more vsitors 
from that section ale coming to Get­ 
tysburg now than at any period for a 
number of years. 
Hotel registers, garage proprietors 
and battlefield guides all report a very 
noticeable increase and there is scarce- 
, ly a day when one or more large auto­ 
mobiles bearing The license tag of a 
1 southern state may not be seen on the 
avenues or in tow'n. In 
speaking of 
this encouraging feature of Gettys­ 
burg business one who is acquainted 
with conditions said, 
“We find that 
almost all of the 
many Southerners now coming to Get- 
: tysburg have been brought here by the 
glowing accounts told by the old sold­ 
ie r s upon their return home 
in July. 
The treatment given the Confederate 
veteran has been tl^ subject of favor­ 
able comment all through the South 
and the people who formerly were hes­ 
itant about coming here, possibly be- 
! cause of some sectional pride, possibly 
j because they believed they would not 
be welcomed, are now coming and en­ 
joying the trip.” 
Gratifying as this condition 
is, the 
commercial 
side of the proposition 
adds not a little, in the minds of local 
business people, to the value of this 
more or less unexpected result of the 
recent anniversary. 
“Gettysburg has practically opened 
up an entirely new field of tourist 
trade,” said one 
business man who 
• has been noticing the many Southern 
visitors, “and we have the whole 
South to draw from now which was 
undeveloped in a tourist way hereto­ 
fore. That hundreds and thousands of 
people from the states south of the 
Mason and Dixon line will now come 
here is assured and as the years go 
by, if all are given 
courteous treat­ 
ment, it will mean much in a business 
way to the towm. Of course we must 
remember the Southerner likes to hear 
about the Confederates and their val 
or and does not appreciate it when we 
speak of the Southern veteran as a 
“Rebel”. Attention to these and other 
details will help matters materially in 
developing this line of business, even if 
we have no better motive for giving 
our Southern friends a courteous deal.

A sister of Mr. Bayly chanc­ 
ed upon a medal bearing the name of 
John R. Early and an 
inscription de­ 
noting that it had been presented to 
him by the State of New Hampshire 
for bravery. Another line indicated 
that Early belonged to the Tenth New 
Hampshire regiment. 
The sister handed ti** medal to Mr. 
Bayly and he, thinking that 
perhaps 
the owner had been killed 
in 
battle 
and that the medal would be a treas- 
ered heirloom for his survivors, insti­ 
tuted a search for Early. He advertis­ 
ed the fact that he had found the 
medal. He wrote many letters to and 
made personal inquiry in New Hamp­ 
shire, but no one seemed to recall 
Early. At eveiy Grand Army reunion 
Mr. Bayly would go among the dele­ 
gates and inquire for the owner of the 
medal. He thought he surely would be 
successful in his quest at the great re­ 
union of veterans at Gettysburg in 
July last.

Slayer W ill Follow Quickly, la the 


Report. 


Sherbrooke, Can., Sept. 4. — Harry 
K. Thaw lost his fight to defy doporta 
tion by remaining in the Sherbrooke 
jail. 
Judge Hutchinson sustained the 
writ 0I habeas corpus calling for his 
release. 
Judge Hutchinson's voice trembled 
as he read the decision, which in ef­ 
fect started Stanford White's slayer 
on the road back to Matteawan. The 
judge’s hands shook so that he could 
hardly hold the parchment. 
Thaw did not take his eyes off the 
reader. In his right hand Thaw held 
limply two pennants which a little 
girl had thrust upon him. The court’* 
reading was slow-, and while 
there 
were Indications that he would sustain 
the writ. It was not until the last few 
paragraphs that this fact became posi­ 
tive. 
The rourt held, briefly, that Thaw 
was being confined illegally and that 
John Boudreau, chief 
of 
police of 
Coaticook, the petitioner, had a right 
to demand the prisoner’s release. 
Thaw remained dazed far possibly 
three minutes. The crowd began to 
leave the judge’s chamber in silence. 
Thaw followed aimlessly. 
As he crossed 
the 
threshold E. 
Blake 
Robertson, assistant superin- 


j tendent of Immigration, tapped him on 
the shoulder and placed him officially 
under arrest as an undesirable alien. 
The crowd then surged 
from 
the 
building, and it was announced that 
Thaw would be taken immediately to 
Coaticook for a hearing before an im­ 
migration 
court, as an undesirable 
alien. 
Every automobile in Sherbrooke had 
been hired by newspaper correspond­ 
ents, lawyers and private detectives. 
Whsn the ear containing Thaw shot 
out of the town, at fifty miles an hour, 
it was followed by a motley string of 
motor ears hearing lawyers, prisoner, 
legal representatives of Canada and 
the state of New York, and many pri­ 
vate detectives and newspaper men. 
Thaw had been warned by his coun­ 
sel that the decision would probably 
go against him, and before being tak­ 
en to the court house packed all his 
papers, spare clothing and other be­ 
longings In a trunk and left it in his 
cell. He did not attack any address to 
the trunk. 
“ I hope It doesn’t have to be sent 
to Matteawan.” said he fervently. 
According to the Canadian law, gov­ 
erning deportation and inquiry into the 
status of aliens, there can be no delay 
in having Thaw examined in Coati- 
cook. 
The 
case 
of 
“Educated” 
Roger 
Thompson, the chauffeur who drove 
Thaw away from Matteawan, N. Y 
and who was arrested in Sherbrooke, 
charged with aiding an undesirable 
alien to enter the country, was called 
before Judge Mulvena and again ad­ 
journed for one week. 
As Thompson had disappeared after 
being released on $500 bail it was con­ 
sidered doubtful lf be would ever be 
seen again, but as soon as his name 
was called he appeared.

New Haven, Conn., Sept. 4. — Evi­ 
dence became stronger that the Wal­ 
lingford wreck on the New Haven 
railroad, with a loss of twenty one 
lives, will result in legislation for the 
protection of passengers of the rail­ 
roads of the United States. 
“This 
slaughter by the 
railroads 
must stop, anil we are going to see 
that 
something 
comes out of this 
xyreok besides publicity,” was the com­ 
ment of Interstate Commerce Com 
missioner McChord, who has charge of 
the inquiry into the New Haven dis­ 
aster. 
As one of the first steps in this gen 
eral inquiry the interstate c#mmerce 
commission called upon the Pullman 
company to submit a statem ent show-J 
log the name of cars of wooden and 
steel construction in its entire ser­ 
vice. 
Assurances were given to the com 
mission that the investigation to be 
conducted into the New Haven wreck, 
which will begin tomorrow, will be 
most thorough. 
The commission an­ 
nounced that tho cars in the wreck 
were not burned until the commis­ 
sion’s inspectors had made an exami­ 
nation. 
The commission, however, had re­ 
ceived an intimation that a secret in 
vest (gat ion was being made by the 
coroner at New Haven, and the federal 
commissioners immediately took steps 
to head off any such 
development. 
Commissioner McChord directed Chief 
Inspector Belknap, who was on the 
scene of the wreck, to insist on being 
present at ail sessions of the coro­ 
ner’s Inquest. 
Chairman McChord received a mes­ 
sage from Mayor Fitzgerald, of Boston, 
asking lf there is not some way in 
which the Pullman company can be 
compelled to build steel cars in view 
of this latest accident, and pointing 
out that the company was wealthy and 
could afford to do this. 
In speaking of what may be done to 
safeguard the lives of passengers, as 
a result of this wreck, Commissioner 
McChord said: 
“I think that legislation should be 
modeled 
after the safety appliance 
law passed a number of years ago. 
That law required that ail roads should 
completely equip themselves with cer­ 
tain appliances by a fixed date, but au­ 
thority WEH left to the commission on 
proper showing and with certain re­ 
strictions to extend the time for par­ 
ticular roads. 
That law proved very 
satisfactory in operation.” 
Engineer Augustus B. Miller, of the 
While Mountain express, and Flagman 
Charles Henry Murray, of Springfield, 
are locked up without bonds at police 
headquarters by order of Coroner Eli 
Mix, who, in accordance with his cus­ 
tom, of many years, is holding a se­ 
cret inquest into the cause of the awful 
toll of dead and Injured.
